—. canals and pleas- 
ing groups of statuary, will occnpj- the 
lower level. On the top of the slope the 
art gallery, with its Independent bnild- 
mgs. will stand. This group of struc- 
tures will be the architectural chef 
d ceuvre of the exposition and has been 
designed by the noted architect Caas 
Oiibert of Minnesota and Jfew York. 
On the elevated ground will arise also 
the United States government balld- 
»ig. desiped by Knox Taylor. 


The rising ground between these 


buildings and the lower tract was care- 
fully considered by the architectural 
commission, which in its treatment was 
given a wide scope for originality. The 
result will be a dream of aesthetic beau- 
ty. The slope will be converted into a 
fairyland of hanging gardens and bean- 
urul eascades. 


To an observer on a high tower or in 


a balloon the general picture of the ex- 
position will appear in the shape of a 
gigantic fan, the ribs of which will be 
he avenues formed by the braidings 
nd gardens of the sceme. At the con- 
•ergmg point of the radiant lines win 
stand the art building on an eminence, 


waterfalls issuing from the sides 


as many hills in the form of a cres- 


cent will course down the hillsides and 
empty into a grand basin. The water— 
effects of the entire landscape radiat- 
ing from these three cascades form a 
mile of continuous water circuit. 


From the semicircular basin into 


which the cascades win fall two 
streams in imitation of natural rivers 
branch off to the right and the left. As 
they traverse the avenues their banks 
assume a regular geometrical outline to 
their debouches into the grand basin 
at the lower end. 


The main exposition covers morethaa 


two-thirds of a square mile. The grand 
basin is 600 feet wide, aad from the 
mam entrance to the art building 
crowning the heights at the handle end 
of the fan the distance is three-fourth* 
of a mile
